PUBLIC WAR EXISTS IN CUBA 


:Hliat'i> Talk iu the Senate on Amend 


nieuU to the Postofflce Ap- 


propriation Bill. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—Tha house to- 


day adopted the conference report on 
the Cuban resolutions by a vote of 244 
to 27, and passed toe river and harbor 
appropriations bill under auBpeniion of 
the rules, after a lively debate of forty 
minutee, by » vote of 216 to 40. The re- 
port en the Cuban resolutions had been 
debated Friday and Saturday and today 
waa taken up immediately after the read* 
ing of the journal. Eighteen Republi- 
cans and nine Democrats voted against 
the report. After the moat determined 
opposition of those opposed to the recog- 
nition of the Insurgents in the eenate 
and house, there waa bat ten morevotea 
against the report than against the orig- 
inal resolutions. The former vote was 
262 to 17. By its action today the house 
agreed to the senate resolutions and dis- 
posed of the Cuban question for the 
present. Those resolutions were aa fol- 
lows: 


Resolved, That, in the opinion of con- 


gress, a condition of public war exists 
between the government of Spain and 
the government proclaimed and for 
some time maintained by force of arms 
by the people of Cuba; and tbat the 
United Statea of America should main- 
tain a strict neutrality between the con- 
tending powers, according to each all 
the rights of belligerents in the ports 
and territory of the United Statea, 


Jiesohed, Further, that the friendly 


officea of the United States should be 
offered by the President to the Spanish 
government for the recognition of the 
independence of Cuba. 


The river and harbor bill passed to- 


day, 
carries in actual appropriations 


-$10,330,560, and authorizes contracts 
for thirty-two new projects, with a 
limit of coat of $51,721,210. 


Only forty minutes1 debate waa al- 


lowed. Mr. Hooker, chairman of the 
river aud harbor committee, attempted 
to eecure an extension of this time, but 
first Mr. Magulre, Democrat of Califor- 
nia, and then Mr. Groavenor, Republi- 
can of Ohio, objected. The debate was 
very spirited. Mr. Dockery, Democrat 
of Missouri, attacked the recklessness 
with which it wae proposed to extend 
the "continuing contract" flystem on 
the bill—a natural result, he claimed, of 
the policy of giving the government's 
promise to pay instead of paying cash. 
He admitted, however, the great econ- 
omy of the contract system which Mr. 
Burton, Republican of Ohio, had stated 
from official reports to be 30 per cent. 


Mr. Hepburn, Republican of Iowa, 


alao made a vigorous aeauult on the bill, 
which he said uad enough "pork" in it 
to insure its passage. He devoted him- 
eelf particularly to the Mississippi River 
commission, the work of which he de- 
nounced, This brought forth a reply 
from Mr. ditchings, the former chair- 
man of rivortj and harbore, and a de- 
fense of the measure from Mr. Hooker, 
Republican of Now York, the present 
chairman. When the vote was finally 
taken, the majority iu favor of it was BO 
overwhelming that ita opponenta were 
unable to secure the ayes and naya. 


Before tho house adjourned tho New 


Mexico bond bill was defeated. The 
bill to open the Atiaiuaboiue military 
reservation was paaeed. 


SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, April 0.—The senate 


spent the entire day on the poatolBce 
appropriation bill, but did not complete 
it. The bill served to bring out eome 
sharp criticisms by Senator Gorman on 
the administration of the pofltofllce tie- 
partment, and by Senator Allen on al- 
leged irregularities resulting from the 
civil service system, the pending ques- 
tion being that of consolidating country 
and suburban postofficea aa adjuncts to 
city or metropolitan districts. 


Mr. Wolcott advocated tho reform as 


essential to tho present postal service of 
the country, email poatoffices being cre- 
ated at the rate of over 2000 a'year, and 
the aggregate army of 70,000 offices 
maintaining 
separate accounts with 


Washington. He believed the change 
would do away with the eyatem of giv- 
ing possible rewards for political serv- 
ices. The 
Democratic grocery-store 


keepera are running the poBtoffice of 
one administration, and the Republican 
grocery-store keeper running it the 
next administration. 


Wolcott eaid he was by no means 


friendly with the present administra- 
tion, yet ho desired to commend the 
able and intelligent conduct of the post- 
office administration under Postmaster 
General Wilson. The senator added 
that this was a move toward throwing 
off the domination of the epoila system 
from the postal service. 


"Civil service ia," he said, "largely 


an acquired taste, but any public man 
who has remained here through an op- 
posing administration and hus ecen men 
appointed to office as a reward for politi- 
cal dirty work, unworthy men, not fil 
to hold office, many of them unintelli- 
gent and unprincipled men—then one 
«an pppreciate the virtues of civil ser- 
vice/ 


Mr. Wolcott aud Mr. Gorman joined 


JBBuea over BO me references of the for- 
mer to the Elliott city, Maryland, ab- 
sorption of the Baltimore postoffice, the 
latter saying he know all about the mat- 
ter and did not, like Mr. Wolcott, ge 
his information at second hand. 


Mr. Wolcott said that any differences 


that might exist between the postmas 
ter general aud one or two aenaton 
ought to give way before' the needs o 
the public service. Mr. Gorman argnec 
tbat Mr. Wolcott sought to place the 
subject on a low plane. Ho sought to 
intimate that this was a mere personal 
and political question. 


"If it ia a political question," ex 


•claimed Mr. Gorman with intense ear- 
casm/'then 1 congratulate the postofflca 
department that a distinguished aenato 
on the other aide of the chamber can bo 
its defender on thia occasion. There ha 
been a suspicion among many Demo 
crata that many acts of this ad minis tra 
tion could consistently be defended b; 


. flome Republicans." 


Mr. Gorman rejected the idea tha 


the poatoffices were a huge spoils system 
He served under Democratic ad mini a 
tration and under Republican ndraiiiia 
tration, and the more appointment o 
postmasters waa nob anything to him 
He know, he said, from recent events 
that any recommendations by hin 
would be rejected. Mr, Gorman sai 
that his observations of civil service re 
formers were tlmt they were the first to 


:get their friends Into office and then t 
fceep them there. Deferring to tb 


poatmaater general. Mr. Gorman eaid it 
would-be well for that of licial to listen 
*> the people and serve them, rather 
than to be delivering lecturea on tariff 


ud gold aud silver. 
It would be well, eaid Mr. Gorman, 


o return to the old rule, that when you 
ound a man constantly proclaiming hia 
virtue there was a rascal near at hand. 


The senator said he hoped to aee a 


postmaster general, no matter what hia 
mlitica might be, who would really re 
oriu that department, not by removing 
t from, the people, but by cutting down 
he high compens tion for'carrying the 
mail and the high salaries above the 
1000 mark. 


Mr. Hill suggested some modification 


n the proposed amendment, and aald 
ie was with the senator from Colorado 
Wolcott} on the general principal of in- 
luding the small poatoffice within the 
imita of a city or immediate outskirts. 


At thie point Mr. Sherman presented 


he conference report on the Cuban rea- 
t>lutiona and also the action of the house 
accepting the senate resolutions. 


Mr. Allison raised the question aa to 
he formality of the report and the ac- 
ion of the bouse, but alter brief discus- 
ion it was agreed tbat all parliamentary 
equirements had been observed. 


Mr. Allen, Populist of Nebraska, 
poke for the retention of the old sye- 
tem with ita country postmasters and 


rralgned, the civil service as a farce. 
n this connection Mi. Allen eaid: "The 
reatest Mugwump of the day is in the 
White House.

WASHINGTON, April 0.—The sub-com- 


mitteea of the house andeeuate commit- 
tee on Pacific roada today completed the 
unding bill for the Central and Union 
'acific on which they have been en- 
gaged for several weeks. iThe two sub- 
committees submitted the draft of the 
bill to their respective committees for 
heir approval. While changes may be 
made in the bill of the sub-committee, 
there will be an effort at co-operation, 
which will bring the same bill before 
roth houses of congress and thus avoid 
implications, 
Several changes have 


Hen made in the bill since the firal 
Iraft was drawn, which was outlined 
aet week by the Associated Frees. The 
principal change relates to the amounts 
of payments to be made by the com- 
panies. 


The annual pavment during the first 


decade of the arrangement was raised 
from $300,000 to $365,000. The annual 
payment for the second decade was 
raised from $500,000 to $550,000 and the 
annual payments by which the remain- 
der of the debt is to be lifted remains at 
$760,000. The moat important change 
:- the addition of the following clause: 


"Said companies shall at all timei 


afford to other lines of railroad equal 
and reasonable facilities for making con- 
nections with them, or either of them, 
and equal facilities for the transporta- 
tion of passengers and freights thereon." 


This amendments a concession to the 


members from the Pacific Coast and in- 
terior states who have complained that 
high ratea were maintained by the two 
companies.

Lord, lie was general manager of the 
Delaware and Hudson Company.

Dimmick's younger life waa spent at 
Honesdale, where she became acquaint- 
ed with her first husband, Walter E. 
Dimmick, a member of a wealthy Penn- 
sylvania family, but who died within a 
few months after their marriage. She 
'spent some considerable time at the 
White House during General Harrison'! 
administration, and was a great favorite 
with her aunt. 


General Benjamin Hanieon was born 


in North Bend, Ohio, in August, 1833, 
and is in his 63d year. He is a grand- 
son of W. H. Harrison, eighth Presi- 
dent of the United States. After grad- 
uating from a law school in 1853, he was 
married in Oxford, Ohio, to flie late Mrs. 
Harrison.moving at once to Indianapolis. 
In ItiSO he waa elected to the United 
States senate from Indiana and pervert 
one term and in 1888 he was elected 
President of the United States. 


At 7 o'clock General Harrison and hia 


bride left the home of Mr. and Mrs, 
Pinchol in Grammercy Park and en- 
tered a closed carriage. In a second 
carriage wero Lieutenant and Mra. Par- 
ker and General Tracey, and in the 
third carriage Mrs. Harrison's maid. 
Mr. Uamedell aud Mr. Tibetta had left 
or the depot on leaving the church to 
trepure for the arrival of the bridal 
sarty. 


At 7.20 o'clock the party arrived at 


Deabroaaua street aud were driven im- 
mediately onto the ferryboat, which 
pulled aoon after for the depot.

DECISION AGAINST THE INSUR- 


ANCE COMPANY, 


The Connecticut Mutual Ordered to 


Settle the Policy laaned on 


HcWliirter'8 Life. 


S.VH FIIANCIHCO, April 0.—Tho United 


Statea circuit court of appeals today 
landed down a decision affirming the 
decision which was rendered some time 
ago by Judge McKonna in the matter of 
Mrs. Nannie S. McWhlrter agafnat the 
Connecticut Mutual 
Life 
Insurance 


Company. *Tho opinion was eettled by 
the court in bank, balng written by 
United States Judge Knowlea, Judges 
Morrow and Bellinger nnnourring. 


Mrs. MuWhlrter is tho widow of the 


ate Louie B. McWhlrter, who wits mur- 
dered at Fresno. Owing to the mystery 
(surrounding the death of McWhirter, 
..._ insurance, company refused to pay 
tho policy held by tho widow. Hence s. 
suit was brought in order to compel the 
company to comply with its obligations. 
The trial produced a good deal of inter- 
est at tho time, and finullv Mrs. Mc- 
Whirter was awarded $10,137.50. 


An appeal was taken from tho decis- 


ion by tho insurance company, and once 
again has an opinion contrary to their 
doairea been received. 


A number of technical grounds were 


advanced by the defense in their appeal, 
claiming that errors had been commit- 
ted by the lower court, hut the princi- 
pal contention was that sufficient testi- 
mony bad been introduced to show tlmt 
McWhirter had committed suicide. It 
was further urged that the testimony of 
witness Bernhard should not have boon 
rejected. Bernhard declared that Mc- 
Whirter had once told him previous to 
his death that should any disgrace come 
upon tho family of the deceased the lat- 
ter would surely commit suicide. 


In passing upon the point the court 


took the position that beyond a reason- 
able doubt McWhirter had not commit- 
ted suicide, therefore any testimony go- 
ing to show that such might have been 
his intentions was entirely irrelevant. 


Mrs, McWlitrter will now undoubt- 


edly receive her insurance, aa it is ex- 
tremely doubtful tbat the ctae will be 
further contested by the insurance com- 
pany.

LITTLE TALK OF WAR HEAED 


All Glasses Express Surprise That 


General Weyler Has 


pushed So Little. 


MADRID, April 6.—Tho result of tbe 


vote on the Cuban resolutions taken by 
the United Statea house of representa- 
tives today wan anxiously awaited here. 
It is pointed out that hoatiHtiee must 
soon ceaae on account of the approach 
of the rainy season, and no further re- 
inforcements worth mentioning will be 
aent to Cuba until the month of Sep- 
tember. But Spain is making exten- 
eive preparations in this connection,and 
four ironclads and several torpedo boats 
are ready to sail at short notice, in order 
to take part in the blockade of the coast 
of Cuba should the insurgents be recog- 
nized as belligerents. 


The general opinion hero, however, is 


that the question aa to how and when 
tho United States will intervene in Cuba 
will be left to President Cleveland, and 
it is believed the latter will only, at 
least as a preliminary, offer the friendly 
offices of tho United States in the mat- 
ter, while intimating that other steps 
may be taken should tbe offer bo re- 
fused. 


Although some newspapers declare 


that ft crisis ia at hand, the fact remains 
that the people are almost entirely 
calmed down and that little or no .war 
talk it to be heard. The military and 
naval preparations being made by the 
war department and admiralty are more 
in the nature of precautionary meas- 
ures, the ultimate object of whicn is tbe 
further and still more energetiu prose- 
cution of the campaign against the in- 
surgents. 
There is no intention to 


defy the United Statea or do anything 
calculated so inflame popular feeling, 
although should it become neceasary to 
do so, it ia understood the Spanish will 
respond with enthusiasm to the call to 
inns in defense of Cuba, and that 
Spain's blood and treasure will How to 
the utmost in tho efforts to uphold the 
honor of the country. 


Tho defenses ol Havana have been 


greatly strengthened recently by the ad- 
dition to the armament of that place of 
a number of the heaviest guns. A de- 
fense of earthworks has be«n thrown up 
on the land side, and everything possi- 
ble done to make that place capable of 
withstanding a combined attack by sea 
and land. The Spanish troops in Cuba 
now number about 150,000 man of all 
arms. The important towns and ports 
are strongly garrisoned. 


In apite of the fact that it has been 


ofttcially denied here and at Havana 
tbat Captain General Weyler has re- 
signed, or la to be recalled, all classes o. 
people express surprise that the General 
has been able to accomplish so little 
since he assumed command In Cuba. 
Most people hero, however, in view of 
tho outcry agaiuet General Weyler ia 
the United States, would look upon his 
recall under tbe present circumstances 
as being vory much in tho nature of A 
humiliating backdown on tho part of 
Spain, and this might lead to serious re- 
sults here. 


But, ntnidat all these clouds, there is 


n feeling for official recognition that in 
arbitration there ia a way out of such 
difficulties, and that with mutual con- 
cessions and the use of diplomacy of a 
high order eomu arrangements may bo 
arrived at which will give satisfaction to 
all concerned. Cuba, it is asserted, all 
claims to the contrary, could hardly un- 
der any circumstances enter the sister- 
hood of the United States in this gen- 
eration, ami it Is admitted here that the 
people of the United States would be 
unwilling to declare war on Spain in or- 
der to bring about such an addition to 
the number of states of the union. 
There remains, therefore, the plan of 
giving Cuba some measure of self gov- 
ernment which may lead to a settle- 
ment of the international and external 
troubles which hnvc ruined Cuba for the 
lime being and which bid fair to drive 
Spain into bankruptcy.
